There is another important trutl 


that abort crops should enforce upon 
tb* mind ot tbe igrioultnnliat. No 
tanner it mister of his business who 
annually sells everything thit be pro- 
duces. The man who succeeds under 
all oireuumanoes is the one wbo con- 
trives to keep a crop ahead. Such a 
awn not only protects himself against 
unlucky seasons, but is really in a con- 
dition to profit by the ironies of fortune 
The crowning drawback to our system 
of farming, especially in the west, is 
that the grain is no sooner gatberec 
thaa it goes to market, and is aold at 
inch i prioe as the purchasers choose 
to give. If the farmer would bin ani 
crib his products, and sell only at bis 
pleasure, be might dictate prices, and 
be always ready to take advantage of 
the many contingencies which govern 
the'fluctuations of the market.

INCIDENTS OF THE JOURNEY. 


ELBEBON, N. J.,Sepl. 21.—Arrange- 


ment* have been completed and notice 
given thit alt those desiring ma; view 
the remains of the Ute chief magistrate. 
The line has formed, *nd the people »re 
passing in single file through the cot- 
tage. Two tentinels tre stationed it 
each side of the entrance to prevent 
more than one person entering at 
time. 


Tbe casket ia very unpreteuiious, 


being covered with Hack cloth, and, 
with the exception of silver mountings, 
perfectly plain. The only decoration 
li a large V-shaped ngo palm, which 
extends from the foot of the.oasket up 
wards. Tbe casket bears tbe following 
inscription, drafted by Attorney Gener- 
al MaoVeagb: 


JAJIH ABRAHAM QARFIEI.U, 


Born Nov. 19, 1831, 


Died President of the United States, 


September 19,1881. 


Tbe remains are lying in one of the 


rooms on the Oral floor of tbe cottage, 
and the people pass in at tbe east door 
and without stopping pass oat at th« 
west. The appearance of the late Pres 
ident is BO changed that persons famil- 
iar with bis natural countenance woulc 
scarcely recognize him. Church bells 
are tolling, and the crowd continues to 
increase. 


It is understood that President Ar- 


thur has determined to go through to 
Cleveland in company with tbe cabinet. 


AD additional guard has been placet 


about the Pnnoklyn cottage for the 
purpose of preserving order while the 
remains are lying in state. Hundreds 
of people are arriving. 


9:10 a. m.—(Jars which are to be 


used for the funeral train have just 
been run up to Francklyn cottage. 


The line formed from the hotel to 


Francklyn cottage has been diminithe< 
somewhat, but Ocean avenue for twi 
b'oeks in either direction is blonkei 
with vehicles. Extreme solemnity per 
vades (he assemblage. 


LONQ BRANCH, Sept. 21.—At half 


past nine o'clock Chief Justice Waite 
Secretary and Mrs. Blaine, Secretary 
and Mrs. Windom, Secretary and Mrs 
Hunt, Postmaster General and Mrs 
James and Secretaries Lincoln am 
Kirkwood and Attorney Cleneral Mao 
Veigh arrived at the Franoklyn cottage 
and tbe doors were closed to visitors 
Religions services were conducted by 
Rev. Charles J. Young, of Long Branch 
at tbe request of Mrs. Garfield. Then 
were present, besides the family am 
attendants, members of the cabinet 
their wives and a few personal friends 
numbering in all not more than fifty 
When tbe moment for the services was 
announced the windows and doors were 
closed and the most solemn silence 
prevailed. 


Immediately after tbe conclusion o 


tbe services Mrs. Garfield, accompanies 
by her son Harry. Colonel Swaim, Co) 
and Mrs. Rockwell, Miss Mollie Gar 
field and Miss Rockwell and Dr. Boyn 
ton and C. 0. Rockwell, left the cottage 
and boarded the first coach. The mem 
ben of the cabinet and their wives fol- 
lowed and took seats in the secant 
coach. Mrs. Garfield was heavily veiled 
and in passing to the train exhibited 
the same fortitude which has character- 
ized her manner throughout. 


In addition to the immediate mem- 


bers of the family, the following com- 
posed tbe party on the train : Dr. Rey- 
born, Private Secretary J. 
Stanley

here to boaor tbe illustrious dead, every 
approach being densely packed.

large police force ww present. The 
immediate avenues lo the depot were 
closed against the public. Tbe hearse 
nied, furnished by Undertaker Spear, is 
the one awarded the prize at the (Jen 
leonial. It was richly draped wholly 
in black, and tbe horses, sis iron greys, 
were also draped. As the train slowly 
entered the depot every head was un 
covered and deathlike stillness prevailed. 
Oie hundred and thirty army and nivy 
officers were in tingle rank upon the 
left. 


Mrs. Gar Geld attended upon tbe right 


by Secretary Blaino and on the left by 
her son Harry, descended and entered 
the carriage. Her face was completely 
hidden by a veil which hung nearly to 
tbe ground. 
Her emotions were sacred 


from sight of observers. She was fol- 


After they had moved on a short dis- 
tance, tbe coffin was borne from tbe 
train to the hearse on the shoulders of 
eight soldiers of the second artillery 
On the right wat Adjutant General 
Drum, followed by officers of the navy 
under the lead of Bear Admiral Nich- 
ols. The marine band played "Nearer 
My God to Thee," wbile every bead 
bowed and many eyes dimmed. 
Tbe 


sweetly familiar strains, the silence and 
grief of the multitude, and the aid sur- 
roundings, formed a picture never to 
be forgotten. 
Carriages containing the 


ladies did not accompany them to tbe 
oapiloi. 
President Arthur's carriage 


followed immediately after the hearse 
In it were President Arthur, Blain* 
Waite and Windom. The carriage con- 
taining Mrs. Garfield and daughter was 
driven down Pennsylvania avenue to 
Fourth street, thence to MioVeigh'i 
residence, where they remain. Soon as 
tbe last of the party entered carriage*, 
the buele signal was given, tbe militarj 
formed in line and the procession moved 
ilowly up tbe avenue. Sidtwtlks were 
filled from Sixth street to the oapitol, 
and the crowd was as great at upon the 
President's inaugural. 


No sound was heard save the tramp 


of men and horses. At the east of the 
eapitol a vast assemblage awaited the 
•irival of the cortege. At th* foot of 
the steps, in double file, wen the sena- 
tors and representatives, waiting to es- 
cort tbe remains into the rotunda. At 
5.10 the head of tbe procession, mov- 
ing around the south tide, arrived at 
the eatt front. The arms of tbe mili- 
tary were reversed, and the band played 
the dead inarch. Tbe troops then, car- 
rying arms, came to front face, while, 
witb muffled drums, tbe heart* and 
carriages drew ilowly up and the coffin 
was lifted from the hearse, and th* 
army and navy officers drew up on either 
tide and the band played again the dear 
old hymn, u with solemn tread the re- 
mains of Preiideut Garfield were borne 
into the rotunda and placed upon a 
catafalque. 
At 5 25 tbe coffin wat 


opened and the face of the late Presi- 
dent exposed. President Arthur and 
Secretary Blaine approached and gazed 
upon the face, then ndly pitted out of 
the hall. A line was formed aod one 
by one those present advanced and 
gazed upon the emaciated face. Th* 
public at large was then admitted. The 
body will lie in state nntil Friday even- 
ing. At nightfall the dim light from 
tbe dome shining upon tbe drapingi of 
the rotunda and the cold, still face 
heightened the solemnity of th* scene. 
On leaving the capita) President Arthur 
was driven directly to th* reiidenoe of 
Senator .Tones. Mrs. Qtrfieid to-day 
expressed a sincere desire oot again to 
tee tbe white house, where she hai 
pissed so many days of torrow and 
anxiety. She will nut visit it wbile 
here.

solved to day by the appearance of the 
missing man, who is at present at Mir 
der, Lnse & Co.'s type foundry, on Mon- 
roe street. 
He ha* scarcely yet recov- 


ered bis reason, and is only able to give 
a very hazy account of himself, but the 
statement be made in a repoilcr is as 
follows . 


Tbe last clear recollection I have ol 


anything in driving in a buggy to tbe 
track with two other fellows. 
It seems 


to me that shortly afterwards I was car 
ried away, and I have a kind of recol 
lection of feeling mv shirt wet and see 
ing it saturated with blood. 
I remem- 


ber lying in bed for a long time, and be 
ing attended by a fair haired woman and 
seeing several children running around 
her. 
A man having a French appear- 


ance would occasionally come in, and 
the woman and he wonfd talk in a for- 
eign language that I thought was 
French. They took good care of me. 
While I lay there all sorts of things 
passed through my bead. I thought 1 
had pnrebased 
the Sandwich Islands 


from the King of that country, who had 
oome to lee me, and that I had gone 
over there to live and govern the coun- 
try, but finally I got tired of that, and 
thought I would go home; that 1 would 
rather be an ordinary man in America 
than King of the cannibals. 


"I have a distinct recollection of the 


feature* of the woman who nursed me 
and the man who came In occasionally, 
and if I were an artiat I could draw 
them, but I have no idea where tbe 
houM is, bat I am under tbe impression 
that it Is somewhere between this and tbe 
driving park. All I know about myself 
is that 1 found myself wandering about 
the streets this morning In a dazed sort 
of way, and imagined I must have been 
out ill night, as when I put my bands 
on my clothea they ware damp aa with 
th* night air. 1 first recognized the Ill- 
inois Central depot, and met a police- 
man there whom I told I thought I 
should know who I was, and that I 
thought I recollected tbe firm of Harder, 
Lose A Co. He brought me here, but 1 
•m *till very weak, and have but nn in- 
definite idea of things. On examining 
BT**lf I find the mark of tbe wound 
about two inches Ion; Immediately un- 
der my left nipple where I have been 
slabbed.

This monsle 
aad wonderful piece of machinery Is 
great curiosity, because it it entirely dii 
ferent from any other traction engiD 
ever put togelhsr. It has an intereslin 
history which is best told by tbe Hjirio 
Held Monitor of a recent date, as follows

About sixteen yean ago Mr. O. H 


Bordett, the Inventor, of New Athens 
among ths hills of Eastern Ohio, con 
celted the idea of a traction engine, ant 
is among tbe first American inventors 
who turned his attention to this subject. 
He was then engaged on the Blsndy Por 
table. Alter worklni out the plan an<; 
putting it In mode), he obtained a paten 
io 1871, covering the '•poised boiler, 
"endless chaln-gesr," and some flre oth 
er points. From this time until the pres 
eat he has been occupied io perfectin 
the details at great expense of lime an( 
money. To do this be has had associat 
ed with him Robert Webb, Esq.: whose 
conHdencein the invention baslednlm 
to expend many thousands of dollars io 
aiding Its perfection, After exhausting 
nearly all of their means in producin. 
worklne iDfines, to demonstrate tb 
utility of the invention, Messrs. Warre 
& Durfee, of this city, were induced t 
takeaa interest In the invention, and tb 
engine just built by Mr. Kaalman Is lh< 
result of that interest.

phitheatre. This road locomotive is tpe 
cially adapted to the uneven surface of 
highway, climbing steep grades, descend 
ing into vslleys,^crosting bridges, sloughs 
fording stre»m», at the same time util 
izing its power fur draft or »|>eej. The 
boiler is a regular locomotive iwilcr, re 
(laced in size to 28 Inches in diamete 
and 8 feet in length. The great objec 
tion to Ibis, the best boiler io use for th 
purpose, has been overcome by "poising* 
the bailer, or suiting it to toe undulating 
surface of the road in such a manner ai 
always lo be level, no matter whether go 
ing up or down the steepest hills. By 
this means all danger of explosion and 
burning out of the crown sheet is com 
pletelf- obviated, and the water is belt 
level in the boiler by a very simple, ye 
very ingenious contrivance under the 
control of tbe engineer. The engine is s 
single (but can be msde double) 8 inch 
cylinder, 11-inch stroke, attached to a 
crank shaft, cog-geared, with independ 
ent action on either wheel, by means of 
cintch-gear and fly-wheel. From ibis 
shaft is operated the driving wheel by 
means of an endless chain. Tbe engine 
is placed beneath instead of at the sides 
or on the top of tbe boiler, securing a 
great advantage in tbe movement ot the 
engine and tbe wear and tear of the ma 
chinery, by avoiding oscillation and the 
consequent "yanking" motion so objec- 
tionable lo tbe aide-gear engine for either 
road or stationary purunsea. Tbe driving 
wbees are six fed in diameter, and are 
constructed on tbe tr«s§ principle, whiru 
suspends tlic weight fiaui the upper arcn 
of lue wheel, instead of pressure upon 
he lower spokes 
This engine has been thoroughly tested.
